King was slain on the porch 

of a motel in Memphis April 
4. He was shot from ambush 
by a man in a rundown room- 
ing house across the street. 
The rnan escaped in a white 
Mustang, later found aban- 
doned in Atlanta, * y, ^ k. 

. NO MEfciljW of the" Alleged 
brother was made in the new 
announcement. It was re- 
ported Thursday that an in- 
former, cooperating with the 
FBI, led to a belief that King’s 
slayer was in California. 

A reliable source told UPI 
that FBI agents were in com- 
munication with Galt’s “al- 
leged brother. “

search for Ray as n prison 
escapees .said he had two 
brothers, John Ray of 1918 
Park Ave., St. Lpuis, and 
Jerry W. Ray of Wheeling, 111.

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Out of its belief that an ar- 
rest was imminent Wednes- 
day, the FBI had filed its 
charges against Galt. Officials 
in Memphis followed up bv 
swearing out a murder war- 
. rant fqr his arrest. 

But if Lhe manhunt — one 
of the most intensive in 
American history — was in 
fact closing around Galt, he 
apparently managed to escape 
it. 

An FBI alert was issued 
Thursday in Imperial County, 
Calif., in the southeast corner 
of the state, adjacent tq 
Arizona and Mexico, to be on 
tiie lookout for a man fitting 
Garit’s description. 

THE ALERT SAID such a 
man was scon Monday ? , *er- 
noon on a hack road in a rural 
. area, 4.5 miles west of El 
Centro, Calif., and that he told 
someone he was headed for 
Yuma, Ariz. Tie was carrying 
a bottle of water. 

Ray was identified in the 
FBI announcement as having 
used the aliases of Eric Starvn 
Galt, Harvey Lowmyer, John 
Willard, James McBride, 
Walt r W. C. Herron 
and James 0 Conner. 

The. man who cheeked into 
the Memphis rooming house 
a few hums before King was 
shot used the name John Wil- 
lard.
